This is primarily a teaching protocol using multiple farm animal species for demonstrating basic husbandry to students at 
an introductory level. The animals are kept at Peckham Farm at the University of Rhode Island. One large component of 
this farm is the maintenance of an 18 -24 head, flock of Dorset sheep. In addition to teaching, these animals are 
maintained with the intent of improving the breed, so showing is an important activity. Inherent in the maintenance of such 
a flock is the necessary procedure of tail docking. In the original lACUC approval of this project, it was designated as a 
Pain Category 2 with the justification that the pain inflicted by the procedure was momentary and that it followed "standard 
farm practice." These two claims have been called into question in our recent USDA inspection of OCT-26-2004. It is our 
intent to correct these deficiencies immediately. Although our farm is typical of a standard farm, it is university-based and 
it is used primarily for teaching purposes. The animals on this farm must be treated following the guidelines governing 
research animals, not those known to be common in commerciai agriculture. As is discussed in the lACUC Guidebook 
(ARENA/OLAW, 2nd Edition, 2002), the dual system of oversight for research and agricultural animals can pose 
challenges for the lACUC.
